iFor  the  second  successive  year  this  has  to  be  perforce  a  skeleton 
rt.  The  cessation  of  heavy  air  raids  on  London  led  to  the  return 


report,  ^ne  cessation  ot  heavy 
of  large  numbers  of  the  evacuated  population  of  the  city  to  their  homes, 
Avtrere-'+feese/  had  not  been  destroyed.  The  Government  policy  of 
strongly  discouraging  all  confinements  taking  place  in  London  was 
modified  by  a  new  situation  in  which  expectant  mothers  were  unwilling 
to  move  out  for  their  confinements. 

About  the  middle  of  July  hospitals  were  circularised  asking 
whether  they  could  provide  additional  maternity  beds  to  meet  the 
situation.  The  obstacle  to  the  reopening  of  the  Annie  McCall  was 
that  the  nurses’  residence  had  been  put  out  of  action  by  the  bombing. 
Any  chance  of  obtaining  assistance  to  restore  this  and  so  make  available 
the  50  beds  of  the  hospital  was  knocked  on  the  head  by  the  requisi¬ 
tioning  of  the  greater  part  of  the  In-Patient  block  under  Regulation  51 
(Defence  Regulations,  1939)  which  had  taken  place  a  month  earlier, 
so  that  the  Lambeth  Borough  Council  could  provide  a  wartime  day 
nursery.  The  discovery  of  the  national  need  for  these  day  nurseries 
to  help  the  war  effort  had  been  made  just  before  that  of  the  insufficiency 
of  maternity  accommodation.  So  the  matter  stands. 


ANTENATAL  CLINIC 

Begun  towards  the  close  of  1941,  under  the  care  of  Miss  G.  H.  Dodds, 
F.R.C.S.,  F.R.C.O.G.,  this  clinic  has  grown  steadily.  It  has  met  a 
real  need,  and  during  the  year  dealt  with  over  100  expectant  mothers. 
The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  clinic  was  about  500,  and 
it  is  expected  to  increase  as  it  becomes  known  that  the  Annie 
McCall  Hospital  is  functioning  again. 

DISTRICT  MIDWIFERY 

The  damaged  nurses’  home  was  surveyed,  and  it  was  found  possible 
to  repair  and  renovate  one  of  the  houses  to  provide  accommodation 
for  two  or  three  midwives.  A  licence  to  do  this  was  obtained  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  toward  the  end  of  the  year  our  own  midwives 
were  beginning  to  take  cases  on  the  district.  Up  to  December  31st 
they  had  paid  108  home  visits  to  a  number  of  mothers. 

POSTNATAL  CLINIC  AND  INFANT  WELFARE  CLINIC 

Three-quarters  of  the  patients  attending  the  Antenatal  Clinic  were 
evacuated  to  the  country  for  their  confinements  under  the  Government 
scheme.  A  Postnatal  Clinic  was  begun  for  all  who  wished  to  have 
additional  help.  Owing  to  the  demand,  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  resume  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  in  the  New  Year. 

The  Council  wish  to  thank  Miss  G.  H.  Dodds  for  her  devoted 
labours  during  the  year,  for  professional  help,  and  for  the  many  ways 
in  which  her  advice  has  been  freely  at  their  service.  They  are  also 
grateful  to  the  following  ladies  who  have  helped  with  the  clinics  : — 
Mrs.  Moir  Carnegie,  whose  ripe  experience  makes  her  an  ideal  Honorary 
Almoner  ;  Miss  Helen  McCall,  who  has  ably  taken  the  Chair  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  ;  and  Miss  Woodhouse,  Matron 
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of  the  Mildmay  Mission  Hospital,  for  invaluable  advice  in  many  ways. 
They  are  indebted  to  members  of  the  Committee  and  would  like  to 
thank  Miss  Margaret  Basden,  F.R.C.S.,  F.R.C.O.G.,  especially  for 
finding  time  in  her  busy  life  to  give  the  members  the  benefit  of  her 
wide  experience. 

FINANCE 

The  accounts  for  the  year  show  a  satisfactory  excess  of  receipts 
over  expenditure.  The  remaining  debt  on  the  New  Building  Fund 
has  been  extinguished  and  a  beginning  has  been  made  with  a  fresh 
Fund  with  which  it  is  hoped  eventually  to  enable  a  new  and  worthy 
Nurses’  Home  and  Private  Ward  block  to  be  built  after  the  war. 

A  legacy  of  ^100  was  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  Rosa 
Elizabeth  Bale,  and  has  been  added  to  the  Capital  Account. 

THE  FUTURE 

The  future  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  is  at  present  a  matter  of 
nationwide  discussion.  It  would  have  been  in  no  doubt  had  voluntary 
gifts  not  flagged.  As  far  back  as  1908  Dr.  Annie  McCall  was  drawing- 
attention  to  the  falling  off  of  donations.  They  had  been  equal  to  one- 
third  of  the  cost  in  1890,  and  in  1908  equalled  one-fifth  only. 

Dr.  McCall  was  a  pioneer.  During  the  first  five  years  of  her  work 
1,171  cases  were  delivered  without  a  single  death.  The  first  death 
occurred  in  the  sixth  year,  out  of  a  total  of  1 ,009  cases  dealt  with  during 
the  year.  She  was  also  a  pioneer  in  the  training  of  midwives  ;  by  the 
time  of  the  working  of  the  Midwives  Act  (1905)  she  had  been  the  means 
of  training  1,500  midwives. 

Public  attention  has  recently  been  directed  to  the  need  for  certain 
maternity  patients  to  have  longer  than  the  routine  two  weeks  in 
hospital.  Thirty -five  years  ago  Dr.  McCall  carried  out  her  “  long 
desired  project  of  opening  a  special  waiting  and  convalescent  home.” 
The  report  of  a  year  or  two  later  states  that  it  is  “  impossible  to  speak 
too  strongly  of  the  value  ”  of  this  home. 

Dr.  McCall  was  certainly  in  the  vanguard  of  progress,  and  her 
hospital  must  not  now  be  allowed  to  fall  behind.  A  large  capital  sum 
will  be  required  to  modernise  the  building  when  the  time  for  reopening 
comes.  A  lift,  a  modern  operating  theatre  and  certain  other  improve¬ 
ments  will  be  needed  as  well  as  the  nurses’  home  and  private  ward 
block  already  mentioned.  There  can  be  no  better  way  of  marking  the 
achievements  of  Dr.  Annie  McCall’s  work  than  of  ensuring  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  hospital  which  bears  her  name.
